Studying about

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Writing Lab is the course designed for seniors who are planning to enter 
college. Because it is a composition course, the pupils take many drills 
in punctuation, sentence structure, and paragraphing as well as writing 


assignments on description, narration, essays and a source theme. 


Gaining a better understanding of the Bible, the greatest piece of 


literature, is the purpose of the Bible course. This subject is a non- denomi- 
national study of the history and geography of the Bible. This year, 
Bible was made very interesting by a study of the New Revised 


Edition of the Bible. 


Effective Living is a course in personal 
and social guidance. The first part of the 
year is devoted to learning how to get 
along well in high school: how to study, 
how to get along with other people, 
and how to get the most out of the oppor- 
tunities offered. 


Later in the year the future is discussed. 
Going to college and getting a job are the 
topics discussed in this section. Near the 
end of the year the class studies the problems 
of love and marriage. 


This course is a very timely one which 
gives students help in meeting their daily 
problems. 


Driver Training is a twelve-week course 
which aims not only to teach proper 
driving procedure but also the common 
courtesies of the road. 


The worth of these classes is proved by 
the decrease in the number of accidents 
students have.

Social Studies at E.H.S. consists of World History, 
United States History and American Problems. All of these 
courses are made alive by the use of many films, re- 
cords, magazines, newspapers and the American Observer. 


World History is the study of the development of 
European culture while United States History stresses the 
growth of democracy in our country and points out our 
historical background. This course as well as American 
Problems is required for graduation. 


American Problems is required of all twelfth grade 
students. This course gives the citizen of tomorrow 
a practical knowledge of the workings of his government 
and helps him to realize his responsibilities in it. 


In the first semester the students study the mechanics 
of local, state and national government. The different 
departments of government are discussed and the 
functions of each department analyzed. In this way the 
pupils are helped to realize how complex a society they 
live in. 


In keeping with the excitement of the national election 
in November, the entire school participated in a mock 
election. In preparing for this the American Problems 
classes studied election procedure and organized 
their own election boards. The Pennant Weekly, after both 
mock and real elections were over, joined in the excite- 
ment by running the headline, “As E.H.S. goes, so 


goes the nation.” 


Social and economic problems are the topic of the second 
semester’s work. A new text, The Challenge of Democracy, 
is used to help the pupils understand the problems of 
living in a democratic society. The kids make trips 
to the city court, hear a representative from the Social 
Security office explain pensions, have many panel 
discussions and view movies on such problems as housing 
and recreation. At the end of the year, many of the 
classes are required to write a source theme on some 
economic or social problem.

Trigonometry is practically 
indispensable for the future 
engineer or mathematics student. 
The course includes a study of 
right triangles, logarithms, com- 
plex numbers, and an intro- 
duction to calculus. Some 
field trips are made in the spring 
to learn the use of the sextant 
and the transit. 


Trig students have lots of fun 
with Mr. Harvey’s trick problems 
and humorous asides. They 
also get a very good foundation 
for college math.

Seeing a new world 


in the microscope 


Carrying jars and bottles of insects to class, gathering 
what seems like millions of wild flowers and leaves, 
counting numerous bacteria—all these are part of ihe 
varied assignments of biology. Because biology is a 
study of all forms of life, it teaches the kids to see them- 
selves as a part of our world of living things. Biology 
goes beyond collecting specimens and peering into 
microscopes; it makes students aware of the cause of disease, 


the importance of animal parasites, and reasons for destroy-

ing certain harmful germs. 

If you see a kid with a jar of insects, he’s bound for the 
biology lab, but if he’s toting a jug of ice cubes, he’s 
headed for 308; that’s the physics lab. Physics is 
primarily the study of energy: mechanics, heat, sound, 
light, electricity, and atomic energy. These are the 
fundamental laws of nature. The kids work numerous 


problems and do many experiments which help them to 


understand these basic principles.

Distributive Education, 
the newest course in the 
commercial department, 
teaches pupils by actual ex- 
perience as well as by study 
and class discussion. The 
pupils learn the art of 
selling by working one hour 
a day in a downtown store. 


One of the fundamental 
courses of this department 
that gives specific training 
for the future is bookkeeping. 
Many pupils who have 
learned their basic pro- 
cedure in this course are 
working in offices in 


Elkhart today. 


Seniors in the commercial 
course are required to take 
one hour of clerical prac- 
tice in addition to their 
classes. In this way they 
learn to operate many types 
of modern business 
machines. 


Transcribing dictation

The machine shop courses give the pupil 
an opportunity not only to learn the basic 
machine shop skills, but also to learn 
good habits of industry and good citizenship. 


The boys learn to operate the machines by 
making clamps, gears, hammers, screws, 
and other useful objects. 


They must cooperate in at least one pro- 
duction problem, and may enter one of the 
machine shop contests, where prizes are 
awarded to winners. 


Vocational drawing is designed for seniors 
who expect to enter industry. They learn io 
draw screws, gears and machine parts. 
Later in the year they design some small 
machine 


This course may be preceded by drafting 
courses offered in the tenth and eleventh 
erades. The first year teaches students io 
draw the basic forms. The second year offered 
is a course in architectural drawing, where 
parts of houses are drawn and each person 
designs a house of his own.

Lathe 


The engine lathe is the most versatile machine in the 
shop for cutting and shaping metal. Measurements 
can be made accurately up to .001 of an inch. The lathe 
has attachments that make such jobs as boring, turning, 
cutting, filing, cutting threads, polishing, and screw- 
cutting, simple and quick. 


Auto Mechanics 


In auto mechanics 10, the fundamental principles of 
the automobile are studied. Automotive tools are 
studied and used to do work on engines. Such things as 
engines, fuel pumps, front ends, transmissions, dif- 
ferentials, electrical systems, and batteries are studied 
in detail. One semester of work is devoted to the electrical 
parts of the automobile; the other, to the mechanical 
parts. 

Auto mechanics 11 works with modern automobile 
engines. The more intricate mechanisms of the auto in- 
cluding carburetors, generators, starters, and welding 
are studied. Pupils are encouraged to do repair work on 
their own automobiles. 

In the senior year the class is switched to aircraft 
mechanics. Pupils study the theory of flight, aircraft 
structures, aircraft engines, navigation, and related 
subjects. 


Printing 


Printing is a three-year course which gives the student 
definite vocational training. The first year includes the 
study of all the fundamentals of printing. This course 
helps the pupil to decide whether he desires printing for 
vocational purposes or for general industrial value. 

In the junior year there are two classes of printing: 
the first is for the pupils interested in printing for its 
industrial value and the second is designed to give 
vocational training. These classes print the many school 
forms, programs, tickets, report cards, posters, the 
Pennant Weekly, and the Central Spirit.

Homemaking classes in the senior year 
discuss the planning and preparation that 
make a good start toward a successful 
marriage. They think about the values 
they want in marriage, about family relation- 
ships, home planning and management and 
care of the sick. 


Following a unit on children’s play, each 
girl selected a toy suitable for a child of 
a certain agé. These toys were then wrapped 
by the class and sent to needy children. 


Homemaking for tenth and eleventh year 
girls consists of one semester of cooking 
and one of sewing. With the aid of all 
the modern equipment in the home economics 
department, the girls learn to cope with 
problems that are likely to arise in their 
own homes. 


In the semester on cooking the girls learn 
to can fruit and vegetables, make jams and 
jellies, make pastries and cookies, prepare 
attractive refreshments for parties, and 
understand dietary needs.

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The Student Council is the organization to which any 
problem around Elkhart High School can be brought by 
any student or teacher. 


The purpose of the Student Council is: to foster a spirit 
of self-government and establish high ideals of citizen- 
ship; to develop self-control, self-reliance, and leadership 
among the students: to bring about a sympathetic 
understanding between the students and faculty; to give 
the students a chance to participate in school management; 
and to develop a cooperative and good school spirit. 


In the spring of 1952, Jack Tillman was elected presi- 
dent of the Student Council. In the fall of 1952, the 
following officers were elected to assist him: Wayne 
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Reber, vice-president; Virginia Reed, secretary; Bob Kelly, 
treasurer; and Jim Eger, sergeant-at-arms. 


The Student Council elected Mrs. Fox to work with Mr. 
Updike as sponsors of the organization. Mr. Woodruff, 
as principal, served as an ex-officio sponsor. 


At the beginning of the fall semester, one representative 
was elected by each home room of average size to serve 
on the Student Council. Each member served the entire 
school year, provided he remained eligible. To remain 
eligible the member had to carry a full schedule and be 
passing in all subjects. Each representative had an elected 
alternate who substituted for the regular member in case 
of ineligibility or absence. The Council also included ex- 


officio members (notably presidenis of organizations) 
who had to fulfill the qualifications of regular members. 
The Student Council included 59 regular members and 
46 alternates. 


The activities of the Student Council began in June when 
Elkhart High School students fed, sheltered, and exter- 
tained about 40 foreign students on tour of the Unitec 
States. Members actually started the school year by helping 
with the annual orientation program for the sophcmores. 


As school began, the Student Council got organized and

appointed and began functioning. The stamp committee 

was in charge of the school’s weekly stamp sales. The hand- 
book committee revised and printed the student handbook. 
The foreign scholarship committee raised money to 
support foreign students at Elkhart for the 1953-54 school 
year. The Student Council sponsored the coming of Eva 
Joys from Norway as a scholarship student for 1952-53. 

A special committee of faculty and Student Council members 
nominated Patsy Paul and Marvin Mishkin to represent 
EHS as students to go to Europe for the summer of 1953. 
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Committee chairmen meet with the Council sponsors 


Cther committees which worked efficiently throughout 
the schocl year included: hall traffic, point system, 
eligibility, assembly, activities, student health, awards, 
and home room.

The newly organized YWCA Dance Council was first 
organized last September because of the need for one 
organized group to sponsor and supervise the after-game 
and Friday night dances held in the YWCA. The members 
of the council were: Martha Bowen, John VanHorn, 
Virginia Leonard, Jim Reiff, Virginia O’Connell, Sonny 
Douglas, Sharon Williams, Dick Tillman, Trudy Croxall, 
Bud Johnson, Barbara Stephenson and Dave Everts. The 
council’s job was to set-up a definite dance schedule, head 
committees working at each dance, select bands, purchase 
new records, discuss and make decisions concerning 
behavior at dances and any other problems. 


In keeping with National YWCA policies, the dance coun- 
cil adopted the rule of requiring a YWCA membership, 
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costing fifty cents per year, from every high school boy 
and girl attending the dances. Each member is registered 
ona Y file card; each individual attendance is checked 

at each dance. It’s some job to register 300 to 450 kids at 
each dance. Y-dance total membership is 491; the attendance 
at these dances in the Y total 5,034 for the past year. 


The membership policy has given the kids attending the 
dances a definite cash advantage: not only has the council 
sponsored three free dances but the weekly door charge 
is lower than it ever has been. Last year the charge for a 
dance with a band ranged from fifty to seventy-five cents; 
this year’s charge has dropped to fifteen or twenty cents. 


This year’s council faced many problems and made some 
big decisions in organizing a new system. 
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“T will accept criticism, disappointment and promotion”— 


thus reads the pledge of the National Thespian Society. 


Wig’n Cue members who have satisfied their require- 
ments for the Thespians are awarded the highest honor 
possible in secondary dramatics when they become National 


Thespians. 


Thespians’ interest does not end in the club. Many of

The Girls’ Athletic Association is one of the more active clubs 
of Elkhart High School. Activities and sports are offered three 
or four nights a week at the school. The sports program is set 
up at the beginning of the school year, varying according to the 


season. 


The Elkhart Club is affilliated with the Indiana League of 
High School Girls’ Athletic Associations and is governed by the 


state constitution and point system. 


This fall the program for the year was opened with an initiation 
and pot-luck supper, at which time new and old members became 
acquainted. This was followed by a Hallowe’en party in October 
and a Valentine party in January. A Mother and Daughter 
Awards Banquet concluded the year’s program. 


An opportunity to meet and play with girls from other high 
schools in the vicinity was also a part of the year’s activities.

February 21.

Sophomore girls’ physical education classes meet twice 
a week in the Methodist gymnasium for an hour-long 
program offering a wide variety of activities. The sizes of 
the classes vary from twenty-five to forty-five; this size 
determines, to some extent, the type of activities offered. 


At the beginning of this school year an opportunity io 
swim one day a week was given to all sophomore girls. 
All the classes met on Tuesdays at the YMCA pool. Swim- 
ming was discontinued during the winter months because 
of the cold weather. 


The girls’ sports program is planned to include, some- 
time during the year, marching, conditioning exercises 
and callisthenics, self-testing devices and activities, tumb- 
ling, stunts and pyramid building, volleyball, basketball, 
softball, indoor soccer, relay races, square dancing and 
rhythm. During the winter, volleyball and basketball round- 
robin tournaments are held in each class, recognition 


being given to the team winning the highest number of 
games. 


Since there is no outdoor playing area near the high 
school, all activities are necessarily limited to the Methodist 
gym. Opportunity is offered by the Girls’ Athletic Associa- 
tion for girls who wish to participate in outdoor sports. 
Such sports include archery, soccer, track, softball, field 
events, tennis, badminton and hiking. 


The purpose of the G.A.A. is to help girls acquire skill 
that they may use to advantage in their leisure time. 
G.A.A. suplements the girls’ sports program and promotes 
an active interest in the performance of many sports. 


The G.A.A. and the girls’ sport program achieve their 
ultimate goal when they promote healthful living and 
contribute to the development, growth and adjustment of 


each girl.

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Se YEARS AGO this year the Samuel Strong School Building was built on 
Pigeon Street, now called Lexington Avenue. Sixty years ago Elkhart had 
no garages, no moving picture shows, no radios and many other things we did 
not have. Yes, it has been a wonderful sixty years. We did have the Bucklen 
Theatre with its road shows and actors and at that time the theatre was lighted 
with gas, regulated by a lever on the stage behind the scenery. 


Shortly after the Samuel Strong School was built, a young man named Chris- 
tian Girl graduated from this Samuel Strong School, reading an essay from the 
Bucklen Theatre stage, which was the custom at that time, there being very few 
graduates in those days. Then he got a job delivering mail from the Elkhart 
Post Office. 


After two years he moved to Cleveland and applied for a similar job there, 
which he got. On his route was a blacksmith shop, where they nailed iron shoes 
on horses’ hooves. In time he became well acquainted with this blacksmith. One 
day the blacksmith showed him some buggy springs that had been tempered in 
water, which was the way all springs were tempered in those days. He also showed 
him a spring tempered in oil, which was far more flexible. 


‘The two decided to get the idea patented and join a 50-50 partnership, Girl 
having been different than most young men, for he had saved $500, which he 
put into the new venture with the blacksmith’s idea. Girl took on the job of sell- 
ing the springs and each day after 4:30 p. m. he called on buggy manufacturing 
firms, trying to sell them the more flexible springs. After three months, he had not 
made one sale, and both were very much discouraged. 


Among his prospects was an automobile firm, just starting to make a horseless 
carriage. After many calls, the manager one day gave Girl an order for one set of 
springs. He marked on a paper the size and the number of leaves. Girl was so 
excited that he ran all the way back to the blacksmith shop to get there before the 
blacksmith went home. They both worked all night making the springs and at 
4:30 the next day, Girl made the delivery. 


When the automobile manager saw the springs, he was amazed and said, “‘Are 
those the springs I ordered yesterday?’’ Girl replied, ““Yes.’’ “If you can deliver 
springs promptly like that, I will give you all my spring business, for I have al- 
ways waited from 60 to 90 days for springs, after giving the order.”’ Well, about 
1925 the Perfection Spring Company of Cleveland, Ohio was making 75% of 
the automobile springs made in the United States.
